BY COURT VERDICT 


Judge and Jury Sternly 
Rebuke Captain Peter 
Wright for Blackening 


His Memory. 


BY CHARLES M. McCANN. 

London, February 3.—The over- 
stuffed plush upholstered Victorian 
era was returned to its volume of his- 
tory tonight with the virtue of Wil- 
liam E. Gladstone, its greatest states- 
man, unsullied by the charges that in 
his old age he had become involved in 
numerous love affairs. 

A judge and jury sternly rebuked 
Captain Peter Wright, a writery for 
presuming to blacken Gladstone’s mem- 
ory with the charge of promiscuity 
with women. And by that judgment, 
Viscount Gladstone, 73-year-old son 
of the liberal statesman, was found 
innocent of the charge of libelling 
Wright. ' ) 

Jury Exonerates Gladstone. 

The jury, returning its verdict aft- 
er deliberating two hours and a quar- 
ter, added a rider that it was “unani- 
mously of the opinion that the evi- 
dence completely vindicates the high 
moral character of Gladstone.” 

“Then don’t trouble,” instructed 
Justice Avory, “whether the viscount’s 
statement was malicious, as that was 
merely an alternative verdict.” 

A hearty outburst of British cheer- 
ing greeted the verdict. It was stopped 
by stern threats to commit offenders 
for contempt. 

“The viscount deeply appreciates 
the verdict,” Norman Birkett, his at- 
torney, announced formally. 

While judgment was entered for 
the viscount, the costs were chalked 
up against Wright, They will reach 
approximately $ ; 

Friends crowded around the vis- 
count and viseountess<in a furore of 
congratulations. Wright stood alone 
for & moment except for his counsel 
before leaving the courtroom. 

Judge Charges For Gladstone. 

Justice. Avory in summing up had 
strongly intimated that he thought 
the viscount was right, as it seemed 
judicially obvious that remarks about 
Gladstone had been’ inserted’ by 
Wright “to pander to the scandal- 
loving section of the public.” 

Justice Avory also intimated his 
own apprehension that Wright might 
be a liar because he was heediess 
whether his remarks were false or 
true, a coward because he slandered 
the dead, and a fool because he ac- 
cepted any sort of “rubbish.” 

When Wright's book, “Portraits and 
Criticisms,” appeared with its allega- 
tion against the elder Gladstone’s muor- 
als, Viscount Gladstone publicly catied 
Wright a liar. a coward and a fool, 
and challenged him to sue for libel. 
It was this action which was decided 
today. 

The jury agreed that the viscount’s 
denunciation of Wright as a liar, a 
coward and a fool, was true in sub- 
stance, and Justice Avory entered a 
verdict for the viscount. The jury was 
specific in saying that Gladstone's 
memory had been vindicated. 

Lily Langtry Absolved. : 

Lily Langtry, famous on the Vic 
torian stage as the “Jersey Lily,” and 
called the most beautiful woman of 
her time, inferentially was absolved

Clergy Split 
Over Student 
Suicide Cause 


Atheism and Modern Sys- 
tem of College Educa- 
tion Blamed. 


Chicago, February 3.—Opinion was 
sharply divided among the E£piscopal- 
ian ministers of the Chicago diocese 
attending the 90th annual convention 
of the diocese, regarding reasons for 
the student suicide epidemic. 

Atheism is the cause, said one; the 
modern system of college education 
is to blame, said another; 
suicides are merely incidents, said 
several. 

The Rev. John S. Killer placed the 


blame squarely on modern college edu- 
cation, saying: “The training of the 
students whe took their lives was 
such that they had never given re- 
ligion serious thought. When the 
test came they had nothing to hold 
fast to. The life they hoped for was 
not visible on the horizon, the kind 
of life religion and the church would 
have given them.” 

Atheism, the direct result of in- 
struction by professors, 90 per cent of 
whom he charged are atheistic, is to 
blame, in the opinion of Dr. John 
Henry Hopkins. 

The situation was riewed in an en- 
tirely different light by Dr. William 
C De Witt, dean of the Western 
Theological seminary of Chicago. 
“Student suicides,” he said, “are mere 
incidents. Why get scared about our 
young people? The majority are 
sound.”

Charged with the murder of Stan- 
ley Ciesla, a peddler, the youihs, 
whose ages range from 16 to 19 years 
and who througnout the trial giggled 
and poked fingers into each other's 
ribs, claimed the victim’s death was 
accidental.

18 on a motion for a new trial. 


Relatives Weep, 

The jury was out slightly more than 
three hours. When the foreman an- 
nounced the verdict, the boys, huddled 
in their seats, retained the wry smiles 
which had crept across their faces. 
Their relatives wept. 

“Better than I thought,” comment- 
ed Yincent Welles as he was being 
led out of the courtroom, The other 
eight defendants were: 

Joseph Stancil, Matthew Buseyko, 
Andrew Kosowski, Vincent Medzey, 
Felix Sebastian, Henry MacGreen, 
Edward Glassman and John Janowicz. 

If they are sentenced to serve from 
one year to life in the penitentiary— 
as the law provides—they will be

udge Sullivan announced he would 
not’pass senténce until after fh: Feb- 
ruary 18 hearing. 

In summing up the case for the 
prosecution, Hogan said: 

“Have you before you nine hood: 
lums who conspired to ‘jackroll’ their 
victim, and who are convicted of kill- 
ing to rob by the fact that the watch 
of the vietim was found in their pos- 
session.” 

Sought Halloween Fun. 


“You hold within your wer the 
fate. of nine unfortunate boys who 
ran into tragedy on a night when they 
had gathered for Halloween fun.” 
John Prystalski, defense attorney told 
the jury. 

The evidence indicated that Ciesla, 
Casimir Swast and Martin Mazur 
were walking together on Halloween 


night when they were attacked by aj 


group of boys. The prosecution wit- 
nesses said Ciesla had been robbed of 
$40—establishing a motive for the 
attack. Swast and Mazur today 
identified the youthful defendants as 
the nine who had attacked them. 
When the trial opened, Hogan and 
Louis Geiman, also an _ assistant 
state’s attorney, demanded that the 
youths hang for the murder. “We 
will prove by competent testimony 
that this was a cold-blooded and de- 
liberate murder,” Geiman had said.

It 
ha; on a little more makeup this year, 
and its haircut is a little more citified, 
but essentially it is the same measure 
that has made the 856 politicians see 


red. 
Provisions of Bill. 


The bill provides for a revolving 
“stabilization fund” of $250,000,000 to 
dispose tof surplus crops in cotton, 
wheat, corn, rice and swine—desig- 
nated as basic agricultural commodi- 
ties. This fund would be administered 
by a federal farm board of 12 men 


‘appointed for six-year terms, plus the 


secretary of agriculture, an ex officio 
member, 

Sponsors of the bill deny it is a 
price-fixing. meQsure, ‘or. that it sub- 
sidizes agvew! te. The $250,000,000 
revolving fund to be used-in Garting 
surplus crops out..of the country is 
fo be paid back through equalization 
fees levied on farmers producing sur- 
plus crops. The history is that export- 
ing this surplus will hold up domestic 
prices so that the farmers can afford 
to pay a small extra fee in return for 
tlhe higher prices obtained. 

Objections have been made that this 
will increase the cost of living. 

“Those who oppose’ this legislation 
on the ground that it may increase 
the cost of living apparently prefer 
taking the farmer's crops from him 
at less than a living price,” said the 
house agriculture committee in recom- 
mending the same Dill. | 

“The most important foods and raw 
materials are now being sold from the 
farm at less than it cost to produce 
them. As has been pointed out, the 
real value which the farmers get for 
their produce is now 20 per cent less 
than it was before the war. The real 
cost to the consumer lies elsewhere 
than in the price the farmer gets. The 
margin between the farmer and the 
consumer has approximately douvicd 
in the case of most of the farm staple 
crops since the period imr-ediately be- 
fore’ the war.” 

Threats, cajolery and much under 
cover jockeying were necessary to get 
the farm bill before the senate at a 
time when practically 96 senators 
each has a pet bill which he wants to 
jam throu-h before March 4 

Several times McNary, of Oregon, 
co-author of the bill, sought unani- 
mous consent agreements to fix a time 
for a final vote, a time-saving pro- 
posal. But each'‘time he met with 
objection on he floor. Then he pre- 
pared a cloture move which would 
have brought up the bill under a 
limited debate rule. With this as a 
threat, held in reserve, McNary forced 
a show-down vote on taking up the 
bill without any time limitation on 
debate. He won 66 to 14 

Eight republicans and six demo- 
erats voted against taking up the bill. 
The republicans were Dale, Vermont; 
Gillett, Massachusetts; Hale, Maine; 
Keyes, Vermont; Metcalfe, Rhode Is- 
land; Moses, New Hampshire; Wads- 
worth, New York; Weller, Maryland. 
Democrats were Blease, South Caro- 
lina; Bruce, Maryland; George, Geor- 
gia; Gerry, Rhode Island; King, 
Utah; Walsh, Massachusetts. 


Hard Decision for Coolidge. 

Probabilities are that both houses 
will pass the bill and put it up to 
President Coolidge—a decision that 
will not be easy for the man in the 
white house. 

The whole situation is pervaded 
with presidential politics. The farm 
bloc believes that President Coolidge 
desires another term and will not of- 
fend the farmers with a veto, even 
though Secretary of the Treasury Mel- 
lon has denounced the measure as un- 
sound. The farm block is holding in 
reserve the threat of Frank Low- 
den’s candidacy against Coolidge. “ow- 
den. has been built up by the farmers 
and a white heuse veto of the Me- 
Nary bill would be sufficient to start 
his boom—a situation that would pro- 
voke a difficult fight for Coolidge at 
the next nafional convention. This 1s 
a fight between the Coolidge and Low- 
den principles of farm relief. Lowden 
is behind this bill. 

These presidential angles, while sub- 
dued in formal debate, are prominent 
in cloak room discussions and they are 
highly important if hidden factors in 
shaping the result on the floor. The 
big agrarian fight just opening can- 
not be fully’ understood without keep- 
ing these factors in mind.

CHARTER CHANGE 
FOR MORE SCHOOL 
MONEY 1S SOUGHT 


Committee Appointed To 
Confer With City Attor- 
ney; Higher Tax Rate 
Is Advocated. 


With: a special committee already 
appointed and instructed to confer 
with City Attorney James L. Masson 
regarding a change of the city charter 
to get more money for Atlanta schools, 
it was said Thursday night that the 
first definite step in a solution of 
the financial problem of the public ed- 
ucational system has been taken. 

This special committee is composed 
of two persons—one from the board of 
education and another from the school 
committee of city council—and is the 
outgrowth of appointment of a sub- 
committee of three from each of these 
bodies at a joint meeting held Thurs- 
day afternoon. This was an executive 
session and the public and newspanver- 
men were barred at the request of the 
school board, according to reports leak- 
ing from behind the closed doors of 
the meeting. 

The subcommittee is composed of W. 
D. Hoffman, chairman of the current 
expenditures committee of the board 
of education; W. W. Gaines and Dr. 
R. M. Eubanks, respectively member 
and president of the board; Alderman 
J. Allan Couch, chairman of the school 
committee of city council; Wylie L. 
Moore and Horace Russell, members 
of the schoc] committee of council. 

Met Thursday Night. 


A meeting of the subcommittee was 
held Thursday night in the office of 
Horace Russell and it was definitely 
decided that continuation of the school 
system in Atlanta hinges mainly on 
one point—the acquisition of addition- 
al funds for operation. 

Regardless of what other proposal 
is submitted to the people, and. it 
seemed to be the sense of those pres- 
Lent to let the people decide just what 
changes are made, an increase in the 
tax rate to provide more school money 
is inevitable, it was said, 

Those who attended the session de- 
clined to discuss what happened or 
just what was finally decided upon, but 
persistent reports to this effect es- 
tablish beyond question the fact that 
a raise in tax rate or a special school 
tax levy is being discussed and is 
favored.

One man is dead with three pistol 
bullets in his body, and his brother- 
in-law is in Grady hospital under po- 
lice guard with a bullet in his ‘high, 
the result of an alleged dispute over 
whisky which terminated late Thurs- 
day night in a shooting duel on ‘tew- 
art avenue near Glenn street. 

The dead man is Henry “Bud” San- 
ders, 29, of 630 Stewart avenue, 
a world war veteran. .

Four shots were fired during the

N. J., called to the stand estimated 
Ford stock value in 1913 at $10,200, 
which is $700 higher than the great- 
est government figure. 

According to statistics -furnished 
by Clay, in 1919 Henry Ford possessed 


more working capital than any of, 


the great industries of the country, 
ineluding United States Steel, Stand- 
ard Oil, General Electric, United 
States Rubber, General Motors and 
almost a score of others. 

Today Henry Ford can be rated as 
perhaps the only multi-billionaire in 
the world and according to testimony 
three times he laughed off offers of 
$1.000,000,000 to dispose of his plant. 

John W. Davis, once candidate for 
president on the democratic ticket, 
chief of the defense counsel, assumed 
charge of the hearings. His gray 
hairs stand out in vivid contrast to 


Rumors around the 
courtroom place Davis’ daily retainer 
at $1,000. 

Meanwhile, as the story of billions 
was being unfolded in the board of 
tax appeals, across the street in the 
treasury building an open rupture 
occurred between two of the richest 
men in public life—Andrew W. 
Mellon, secretary of the treasury, and 
Senator James Couzens, principal de- 
fendant in the $36,000,000 tax suit. 

While the government is pressing 
to collect an additional $11,000,000 
from Couzens in taxes, Mellon voiced 
sharp disapproval of the _ senator's 
amendment to the first deficiency ap- 
propriation bill, which gives final 
power on federal tax refunds to Comp- 
troller General MecCarl, instead of the 
treasury department. The senate fi- 
nance committee approved the amend- 
ment. 

“The plan is not logical. 
work,” Mellon declared, “I 
think congress realizes what the plan 
would require.” 

The first deficiency bill carries 
$175,000,000 for tax refunds made by 
the treasury department. 
of the Couzens’ amendment contend 
that many of the refunds were illegal 


and unjustified.

FORDISTILLERE 


Washington, ‘February 3.—Prohibi- 
tion enforcement officials expect to al- 
low one or two private distilleries te 
open up for manufacture of medicinal 
whisky, it was learned today. 


This course is regarded as the only 
alternative left now that the house 
ways and means ‘committee has reject- 
ed the proposal of Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury Andrews for a gov- 
ernment sponsored distilling corpora- 
tion. Stocks of medicinal liquor are 
running down and manufacture must 
begin this year to give time for ageing, 
Andrews says. 

_Fifteen distilleries have applied to 
prohibition officials for permits te en- 
gage in medicinal distiliing. But of- 
ficials believe that by holding down 
the number of authorized manufactur- 
ers to one or two, leakage into the 
beotleg trade will be more easily pre- 
vented. Supervision would be far more 
economical alsu. 

Before these permits are granted the 
treasury wili make another effort to 
persuade congress to sanction a@ gov- 
ernment distillery corporation. The 
plan now is to have the original An- 
drews plan provided. But little hepe 
is entertained for even this scheme. 
Private distilling by. permit probably 
is the only recourse left.

Colonel Peel’s death came suddenly 
Wednesday night at 7 o’clock, pre- 
ceded only by a few hours of illness 
at his apartment in the Georgian Ter- 
race hotel. He was stricken with an 
acute attack of indigestion early Wed- 
nesday morning, and doctors were 
with him practically all day. 

News of Colonel Peel’s death came 
without warning, for hundreds of his 
friends attended the annual meeting 
of the Capital City club with him 
Tuesday night. Later he attended the 
Erlanger theater, and was in the best 
of spirits. 

The Atlanta Musical Festival asso- 
ciation was his favorite werk, espe- 
cially during the latter years of his 
life, after he retired from active bank- 
ing business after reaching an envi- 
able position in that profession. He 
was the father of the association and 
was president since its organization 
in 1910. : 
One of his last official business 
transactions was the dictation of a 
letter to FEidward Ziegler, pecsonal 
representative of Gatti-Casazza, ex- 
plaining certain details of the ap- 
proaching season of grand opera here 
in April, and at the time of his death, 
the unsigned contract for the 1927 
opera season lay on his desk in his 
office in the Citizens & Southern Banx 
building. 

Colonel Peel rose rapidly from a 
country boy in Webster county, to 
be president of the American Nativnal 
bank, before it was merged several 
years ago with the Atlanta National 
bank. He came to Atlanta more than 
45 years ago as cashier of the Mad- 
dox-Rucker bank. He was later made 
its vice president and president and 
became president of the American Na- 
tional bank. 

He not only took an active interest 
in banking affairs of the city but 
found time to help the needy and to 
take part in various civic affairs, and 
at the time of his death was a mem- 
ber of the Kiwanis club, the Capital 
City club, the Piedmont Driving club, 
the Druid Hills Golf club, the Scottish 
Rite Masons, the Blue Lodge Masons, 
the Stone Mountain Monumental asso- 
ciation, the St. Mark’s Methodist 
church, and a director in the Citizens 
& Southern bank. 

Georgia’s educational {institutions 
also were remembered in Colonel Peel's 
business life. Among his recent under- 
takings was the raising of $150,000 
additional endowment for Young Har- 
ris college. Several years ago, in mem- 
ory of his son, W. L. Peel, Jr., Col- 
onel Peel built a $40,000 modern dor- 
mitory on the college grounds. He 
served as general chairman of the cam- 
paign committee and was ever ready 
to help a needy and willing schoolboy 
or girl. He gave for many years 10 
gold ‘“I’s” for the highest 10 records 
in the junior class at Georgia Tech. 

Among organizations to which Col- 
onel Peel belonged and which took of- 
ficial cognizance of his death was the 
Kiwanis club.

THE LAST OF THE VITAMINS. ) 


In earlier talks I have told as much | 


as we know, perhaps a bit more, about 


(1) vitamin A which prevents ophthal- 
mia, dry eyes, night blindness; (2) 
vitamin B which prevents beriberi or 
multiple neuritis; (3) vitamin C 
which prevents scurvy, and (4) vita- 
min D which prevents rickets, In 
this talk you wil hear’ the last of the 
vitamins, for a while. I do not prom- 
ise that the one | am telling about to- 
day is the last vitamin, but it is the 
latest to be added to the ever con- 
tinued story of nutrition and I hope 
Dr. E. V. McCollum and the other 
scientists who find all these vitamins 
will lay off work now and let us play 
with the ones we have until we get 
acquainted with them, 

In order to discover a brand new 
vitamin these nutrition experts or 
physiologists go about it like this: 
They arrange a diet which is com- 
plete and adequate in all other re- 
spects but which is lacking in the new 
vitamin they’re about to discover. 
Then they feed a bunch of rats or 
other animals liberally with this diet 
and study the effect upon the animals, 
taking particular note of any impair- 
ment or injury or peculiar shortcom- 
ings which may become manifest in 
the life or growth of the animals. 
IIaving th.s developed the peculiar 
impairment or injury or shortcoming 
in the animals fed on the diet, the 
scientists proceed to prove that the 
defect is due to the lack of the vita- 
min, by remedying or preventing it in 
these animals through the addition to 
the diet of the natural food which 
contains the missing vitamin. 

This sounds like a description of one 
of Rube Goldberg’s machines, "ut I 
know this is the way they do it, be- 
cause Dr. McColium says so, and Dr. 


McCollum discovers a new vitamin | 


every little while. Still 
enough, Doctors Evans and Bishop of 
the University of California discover- 
ed today’s vitamin. 

Vitamin E prevents—no, it wouldn’t 
be justifiable to say it prevents 
sterility. It may be essential for re- 
production. 

Young rats will grow to maturity 
on certain diets, become sleek and 
vigorous in appearance, sexually nor- 
mal yet sterile, never producing 
young. ‘The females conceive, but a

ready to be born something hannens 
which leads to their death unless the 
mother receives vitamin E. 

This vitamin E seems to be con- 
tained in lean meat, lettuce, whole 
wheat, wheat germ and particularly 
the oil from the germ of wheat. The 
addition of each and all of the other 
four vitamins to the diet fails to re- 
store fertility. but the oil from the 
germ of wheat, which contains none 
of the other vitamins, seems to be 
the most potent source of vitamin 
and when this is furnished to such 


rats they are enabled to produce nor- | brigands. 


mal young. 

There as no ground to assume that 
deficiency of vitamin E has any bear- 
ing on human eterility, and even in 
sterility in domestic animals the in- 
fluence of this factor is not as yet 
entirely understood. 

Let us hope that before the 
physiologists discover any more vita- 
mins—we have enough now to keep 
one awake nights wondering whether 
he is short on any of ’em—they will 
concentrate on the question “What is 
a vitamin, if anything?’ Nobody has 
been able to throw a ray of light on 
that, as yet. All we know is we have 
to have ’em, at least the first four I 
have listed. If one’s diet is short in 
any of the first four one’s nutrition 
is certain to suffer even though the 
diet be liberal and nourishing and the 
food pure and digestible.

Refusal to consider applications for 
parole from federal prisoners serving 
terms of a year and a day, and inci- 


dental refusal of a parole for Neufield 
T. Jones, former assistant prohibition 
administrator for Georgia, serving a 
term for conspiracy to withdraw alco- 
hol from a government warehouse, 
formed the highlights of the first 1927 
meeting of the federal parole board, 
held Thursday at the Atlanta peniten- 
tiary. 

Refusal of a parole to Jones was 
returned because of an indictment 
pending against him charging evasion 
of income tax payment through frau- 
dulent return, members of the boacd 
stated. 

Prisoners serving terms of a year 
and a day need not apply for clem- 
ency for their cases will not be given 
consideration except under extraordi- 
nary circumstances, declared Captain 
Albert B. Conner, superintendent of 
federal prisons and chairman of the 
parole board, before leaving Atlanta 
Thursday night. 

Congress already has provided that 
inmates with a year or less to serve 
are’ not eligible for parole, Captain 
Conner said. 

“It is my opinion,” he declared, 
“that it takes a year to observe a pris- 
oner before you can tell whether or not 
it is safe to parole him. And inmates 
serving longer terms are required to 
serve at least a third of the sentence 
before we will consider them as parole 
applicants.” 

Captain Conner expressed himself 
as greatly pleased with conditions 
existing in the Atlanta penitentiary 
under the wardenship of John W. 
Snook. The superintendent said that 
he found everything in excellent shape, 
and that Mr. Snook is to be con- 
gratulated on the efficient and hu- 
mane manner in which he manages 
the institution, 

Parole applications acted upon fav- 
orably by the board at this sitting 
comprise the usual number thus hon- 
ored by the board, 4 per cent of those 
applying. The findings of the pa- 
role board will be forwarded to the 
attorney general for approval. Mean- 
while, names of those favored for 
parole will not be released for pub- 
lication under the policy of the board. 

Longer sentences for narcotic ad- 
dicts are favored by Captain Con- 
ner. Most of the drug addicts are 
sentenced to such short terms that 
their cure cannot be effected, whereas 
if the courts sentenced the addicts toa 
indeterminate terms, they could be 
cured, Captain Conner said. The av- 
erage cure requires at least three or 
four years, he said. 

With the opening in Chilicothe, 
Ohio, of the new federal penal insti- 
tution for first offenders between the 
ages of 20 and 30 years, the Atlanta 
prison will be relieved of the first 
termers between those ages, Captain 
Conner stated. The new prison, lo- 
cated on the grounds of Camp Sher- 
man, is now in its preliminary stages, 
he said. The program of the prison 
department is to quarter at least 1,000 
prisoners in the new institution.

RAILROAD CROSSING 
ACT “IMPLIEDLY” 
REPEALED BY GRESS 


In an opinion issued to the state | 


highway commission, T'’. R. Gress as- 
sistant attorney general for Georgia, 
Thursday impliedly repeals the rail- 
road crossing sign act, passed at the 
1913 session of the legislature, say- 
ing that the law passed in 1925 re- 
quiring railroads to designate safe and 
unsafe crossings fulfills requiremeats 
of the old law. 

The opinion was in answer to a 
query by the Georgia & Florida Rail- 
way company, asking if two sets of 
crossing signs had to be maintained 
to comply with both laws, 

In the law of 1915, railroads were 
required to erect signs at crossings, 
the standards to be fixed by the Geor- 
gia publie service commission. The lat- 
ter law prescribed that signs should be 
erected that would differentiate be- 
tween “safe” and “unsafe” crossings,

COSTS TOO MUCH, 
PAPER COMPLAINS 


Moscow, Russia, February 3.—(4)— 
Complaints are being made of the 
high cost of dying in Russia. De- 
claring coffins are “articles of first 
necessity to every citizen” the Work- 
men’s Gazette says, “one of the first 
duties of municipal authorities is to 
place the price of coffins within the 
reach of every dead man.” 

The Gazette says “even the simplest 
workman's funeral costs $75, which is 
beyond the means of most proletarian 
families.

$20, with no reduction to workers. 
“While we live, we must prepare 
for economical deaths, we,-must urge 
our cooperatives and municipalities to 
provide cheaper coffins and cheaper 
graves,’ the paper says.

All that Wall street does know is

Those in a position to know of any new 
plan disclaim any knowledge of it. The plax 
presented by the Van Sweringens last Juiy 
has been thrown overboard. Consequently 
it would appear that any new plan would 
have to be considered by the various spe. 
cial committees and boards of directors be- 
fore it is submitted to the interstate con- 
iInerce commission. 

In fact it is doubted in some well-in- 
formed quarters whether the Van Swerin- 
gens will present any new plan until the 
transportation act of 1920 ‘s amended to 
permit of complete construction of the 
Nickel Plate properties or until it is pos- 
sible to come to some direct or indirect 
settlement with opposing minorities. The 
Parker bill, if passed, would enable the 
Van Sweringens to effect an indirect settl<- 
ment with the C. & O. opposing minority, 
as that bill provides in such cases for toe 
eppraisal of minority holdings by the com- 
mittee on court order. 


Tt is learned from reliable quarters tLat 
Union Oil of Californie intends to amen 
articles of incorporation at the annual meet- 
ing March 1 to authorize directors to use 
the company’s stock in purchasing prop- 
erties. 

Object of the change apparently is to 
facilitate negctiations. What particular prop- 
erties directors have in mind, if any, are 
not ascertainable but several deals are 
known to be pending. Plan is to acquire ad- 
ditional producing properties, enabling the 
company to retain ‘its immense reserve areas 
for future while increasing daily output suf- 
ficiently to meet needs with policy pursued 
for last year or two by other important 
California companies, which has greatly 
strengthened their position. 

Negotiations for the acquisition by Balti- 
more & Ohio of Rockefeller holdings of 
Western Maryland, which are regarded in 
well-informed quarters as virtually com- 
piete, apparently do not stand by them 
selves. Action of Western Maryland, Wheel- 
ing & Lake Erie and Pittsburgh and West 
Virginia during past two weeks and known 
signing of a through traffic agreement by 
the Wheeling and Baltimore indicate that 
future of all three of the smaller roads is 
now being Jetermined. 

It is of interest to recall that the four- 
system plan for consolidations in eastern 
trunk line territory agreed pon late in 
1924 by Baltimore. New York Central and 
Nickel Plate executive, assign Western 
Maryland wholly to Baltimore & Ohio. This 
was in line with testimony preriousl¥ brought 
out in hearings before interstate commerce 
commission to the effect that Baltimore & 
Ohio was Western Mafyland's most impor- 
tant connection, particularly as a means of 
reaching the Reading. In railroad circles 
the point is made that a unification of West- 
ern Maryland and Baltimore & Ohie is logi- 
cal from a traffic standpoint. 

The four-system plan proposed to assign 
a one-third ownership in Wheeling. It 
would not be surprising if it should develop 
soon that these three interests are working

(JUPITER AND VENUS 


NEAR CONJUNCTION 
SAY ASTRONOMERS 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 


Chicago, Ill., February 3.—Jupiter 
and Venus, two of the most brilliant 
planets, will be in approximate :tel- 
lar conjunction tomorrow night. Pro- 


fessor Philip Fox, director of the 
Dearborn observatory at Northwestern 
university, advises those who desire 
to view the phenomenon, to look at a 
point slightly above the western hori- 
zon shortly after sundown. 

“The near-approach of these planets 
is only apparent,” he said. “Jupiter 
is 483,300,000 miles from the sun and 
Venus is 67,200,000. The earth is 
92,900,000 miles from the sun. _ Al- 
though Jupiter is 11 times as large 
as Venus, the latter body will appear 
the brighter, because of the nearness 
to the central orb and. the higher re- 
flecting power of its susface.”’
